The ChemainUB Sawmill and 100,000 Acres of 
Timber Lands Sold to a 'Wisconsin 
Syndicate. 

Probabl)' tho largest private trnnifer of 
property which has ever been nmde in t!ie 
province waaell'ected yeaterday afternoon. 
For some time past Hon. Mr. Duiiu- 
nuiir has been endeavoring to iiuluco cap- 
italist!) to invest in Island timber lauds in 
order that the lumber industry might be 
fostered. lie has been successful, and 
yeaterday completed the sale of the Che- 
niaiiiua sawmill and timber limits, owned 
by Croft I'v; .\iigus, and has agreed as soon 
as aurvej'a are completed to sell one hun- 
dred thousand acres of timber lands ivitli- 
in the railway belt. Tho whole transac- 
tion will exceed $600, 00^) in value. Tho 
gentlemen who have purchased the prop- 
erty are Messrs. Humbird, Glover and 
Phippa, of Wiscnnsin, and Mr. Macauloy, 
who has rocoutly taken up his residence 
in Victoria and will this year erect a &25,- 
000 residence. All tbeae gentlunien are 
men of wealth, and have an 
oxtonaivo oxjierienco in tho manu- 
facture of lumber. It is their intention 
to inimodiately begin tho remodeling of 
tho Chemainua saw mill, and its out will 
be increased to a capacity of 160,000 feet 
daily. Possession will bo taken on tho 
1st of March. Two other mills will be 
erected at convenient points nil the east 
coast of the Island as sooii as arrange- 
ments can be made for that purpo.so. The 
terniH of payment for tho various jiroiier- 
ties have beon arranged on a liberal basis, 
and every possible inducement held out to 
the purchasers to enter into tho work in 
a large w.ay. 

The sale means tho introduction of a 
large amount of capital iu tho develop- 
ment of the lumber industry, and will 
ncceasitate tho cmployinont of a ainall 
army of men. This will naturally in- 
crease the tmde of the Island, the railway 
and of Victoria, and will hasten the culti- 
ation of vacant farming lands. It is also 
an indication of tho prosperous era that 
is before ua.

The Police Succeed In Entering A Chlnesa 
Gambllnir Den During the Pro- 
gress of the Game. . 

For several months i>iiat tho polico have 
beon awaro of tho existence of a regularly 
equipped Cliiueso gambling den on the 
second Uoor of a wooden building on Gov- 
ernment street, between Cormoiant and 
Fisgard screota. Thu place has enjoyed 
the patronage not only of tho Chinese 
lovers of tan tan — and what China- 
man does not love gambling ?— but of a 
good many young white meUj attracted to 
tho place at first by sheer curiority.

The dealers 
and proprietor of the pljice wi ii; tiu.iii sub- 
dued, and taken in charge by the oliicers, 
with live complete gambling outfits and a 
considearble amount in small cohi.

Peiil)lo ill a ])iinic iicvur ;;ct reasonably. 
Kcar takes cumploto possession of them 
ail 1 they cDuduct tlieiiisolves niuro like 
lunatics than sane persons. Panic is 
pL'cnerliially conlaj^^ious. Lot two or 
tlueo persou-s in a crowd got scarod and, 
if tlio cuiiditions are at all favoiablu, tlioir 
fright, no muttor how causeless it may bo, 
is coinmuuicatod as if by electricity to 
their noiglibors, and in ii short time every 
])eiaiin in it is alarmed and ready, on the 
.sHi^htcat |)iiiniptiiig, to act in tho moat 
;il)aiir(l wa}-. The IMayor and 15oard of 
Health of Vancotiver were uvidently 
seized \\-ilh an nncoiiti'ullahle tit of fri^iht 
(1)1 ['"riday last. They were told that tlie 
Bluaiiier Premier was relieved from <iuftr- 
uiitine at Victoria and that she was on 
hor way to Vancouver. Tho Mayor im- 
* mediately summoned tho Board of Ilealtk, 
and they were all so excited that they 
would neither reason nor inquire. They 
jumped to the conclusion that the Victo- 
ria Health Ofticer had acted illegally in re- 
leasinj,' the vessel. None of them seem 
to have the I'emotost idea of what tlie 
Mealtli ( )llicer'.s duty is in such cases. 
'I'liey evidently had no( read tho law, or 
tiioir minds were in such a eonfused and 
excited state tliat they were not c.ipable 
of undoratfiiiiliii',' it. If Lliey had read the 
Quarantine llegulations, and boon in a 
frame of mind to understtvnd what they 
rend they would have seen that the 
captain of the i?ronuer had duno all 
tho law required him to do, and that Dr. 
•laekson had acted in strict conformity 
with tho quarantiiio nigidaticHis. Had 
tliey kept as cool and as calm as a body 
liaviM'4 iiiiportant dnties to jierform siiould 
keep, they woulil have aeon tliat it is not 
ueccssaiy for a ship that has small-pox on 
b iard to remain in quiirantino twolvo or 
fourteou.days. There is no such require- 
ments in the regulatious. Regulatiou 4 
says that any person or peraoDB ill with 
nhrilera, small-pox or other infectious dis-' 
eases, shall be lauded for treatment, and 
the vessel disinfected or be detained in 
audi manner as may bo doomed expedient 
by the medical (jllicer for the pnitecticju 
of the public health. Jvegulation (i re- 
(|niru.-i that any person nfu.-ii nij lo ha t;icci- 
/i.(/c(/ shall belauded subject to a ([uarau- 
tiiio of observation. Re.ijulation 8 pro- 
vides that any 'vessel .-irrivinj; with infec- 
tious disease without haying special ven-: 
tilatcd hospitals shall be liable to be de- 
tained at the quarantine for disinfection. 
Tho Vancouver Board of Health, if it had 
taken the trouble to enquire,' would have 
found tiiat the Victoria and Vancouver 
health oMicci's had done ovorythinf,' that 
I III'. Ia«' and the (juarantino re;,'ulation3 
r quire, and that the clean bill of health 
tli.\L hail been i,'iven to the Premier wab 
perfectly re^'idar and legal. But they 
were evidently not in i; eundition coolly to 
deliberate upon any cjuestion. They 
made up their minds to forbid and 
vent, by force if necessary, the lunding of 
ptissengers, baggage uiid freight, from the 
Promier. It did not occur to thbin that 
in I'orbiddini,' the landing' of passongers 
and tfoods, which I lu! laws of tho Domin- 
ion (leclai'ed could he landed, tliuy 
well) opposing' iIki (Jiieen's authority, 
llial ihey wiTe actually in iq>en rebellion.

A BY-LAW 

TO REQULATK THE ICLTlCTrON OF THE 
MAYOR AND ALllKItll ICN OF THK 
CITY OF VlCTOltLV, FOR THE YEAR 
1880. 



WmaiKAS It Is provided by law that tho 
noiniaatioa for Mayor and Aldermen shall bo 
hold on tho second Monday in January of each 
year, from 12 ni. to 2 p. m.. and 'bo polling, if 
any, on I he Tluir.iday I'ollou iiig from 10 a. ni. to 
4 p.m.; and it is tnrllier providc'd, that 11; 
t'ouiicil shall. In the month of Duceniber in each 
year, aiiiioiiit a HeturningOlllc'er, and Hliall alHo 
name tho polling places and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the coming olectiMu; ami it i.s 
further provided, that, the polling, if any, al 
such election aliall be had and taken at sucl 
place or places as the CeuncU sliall by By-Law 
appoint; therefore. 

Bo It enacted by tho Council of tlie Corpora-, 
tion of the City of Victoria at follows:— 

1. Tho nomination of Candidates for tho res-

• 3, In caao a poll shall bo demanded at the 
election of Aldemion for any Ward, the vote ot 
tho electors thereon shall be taken by ballot on 
tlio day aforesaid at tho respeotivo places fol- 
lowiDK, that Is to say— in Johnson Street Ward 
at tho City Hall aforesaid; in Yates Street 
Ward at Senator McDonald's building iniBaa 
tion Square, and in James Bay Ward at the 
Hook and Ladder House, 

4. Sections 0, 7, 8 and of the By-Law cited 
as the Municipal Elections ' Regulation: and 
Ballot Act, 1875, and so much of the schedules 
thereto as aro applicable shall bo read 'with and 
form part of this By-Law.

Outline of ■ WeU-AuUientlOKind Trasedy 

UluntrBtluB tlie Terrible U»rdahlpa 
I ^ lucldeat tu Exile by Admlulatrik- 
' Uve ProeeM. 

In the year 1870 there was llring In the 
town of Ivangorod, in the provinco of 
ChormiKof, a Bidllful and acoomplishod 

.vount: surgeon naniod Dr. Boillie, writes 
Mr. (Jcorgo Konimn in ono of his Ceuturj/ 
iirlicles on Russiiv. Although ho was a 
iniin of liberal views, he was not an agita^ 
tor nor a revolutionist, and hod taken uo 
active part in political affairs. Bomo time 
iirUi(i Iata"'vniitef or oarljr sprlfig of 1870' 
there came to him, with letters of intro- 
il\n!tion, two young women who ha<l boon 
Btuclying ill orin of ttio iiuxlical Hch(xil» for 
women in Kt. Petersburg, and had btten ox- 
ixjlleil and ordori'd to return to their 
iiomi's in cpiilnil Russia on aofount of tliuir 
ullc^'ed in)liiit-;il " uiitruBUvortiiinoss " 
(nol)l;if,'(iiuiilo/.liii08t). Tliey wore very 
auxioiiH to ('(iiiiploto Ihoir education and to 
til Uiciiisolvi's for useful work umoiiK the 
IMNisiiiits; aud they bufcgod Dr. Baillio to 
aid LluMu in their studies, to hear their 
recilalions, aud to allow them to niako ubo 
of his library and the facilities of lii» 
ofilco. As tliey were both in an " illegal " 
fxiiilion — tliat is, were living in a iiliw^e 
where, without permission from the 
luilluiritiiis, llicy had lui right to bo— it was 
Dr. liailho's duly as :i hiyal .subject to hand 
tluuu over lo the iK)licc, regardless of the 
fact that they liai' conio to him witli 
letters Of introduction and a peti- 
tion for helj). He hapiwiied, how- 
ever, to be a man of courage, iiidopendeiice 
and generous instincts ; and instead of bo- 
tniyiiig them, \u) listened with sympathy to 
their story, promisod thorn his aid, intro- 
duced them to his wife, and began to give 
thoin lessons. The year I.S79 was a j-oar of 
intense rovolutionary activity m Russia. 
Attempts were constantly being made by 
the terrorists to assassinate high Oovern- 
niont olBciols; and the police, in all iMirts of 
the empire, wero moro than usually suspi- 

■. clpiis and . alert. Tbo visits of the young 

-'girls to Dr.'BfllIU»** house aud office soon 
attracted tho attention of tba local authori- 
ties in Ivangorod, and they took steps to as- 
certain who they wore and where they had 
come from. An investigaUon showed that 
one of thom was living oik^. a forged- pass- 
port, while the other had none, and that 
both had been expelled from St. Petersburg 
for political " untrustworthmess." Their 
unaut^nzod appearance iu Ivangorod, 
wheii they should have been ai their homos, 
and (heir half-secret visits— generally at 
night- to tho house of Br. Baillie, were ra- 
gardod as evidence of a political conspiracy, 
and on tho lUth of May, 1879, boUi they and 
tho young surgeon were arrested and ex- 
iled by eSministrativo process to Siberia. 
Dr. BailUc ovontunlly was sent to tho arctic 
village of Vorkhoynaik, latitude 67.30, in 
the province of Yakutsk, whore he was 
seen in 18f)2 by Engineer MelldUe, Lieuten- 
ant Danenliowor, Mr. W. H. Gilder and 
all tlio survivors of the arctic ex- 
ploring steiuiicr Joannette. At the time 
of Dr. HtuUio's banishment, his wife, a 
beautiful young woman, twenty-four or 
twonly-llve years of age, was exiwcUng con- 
liiiciiienl, and was tberofore uuablo to go to 
Kilmria with him. As .soon as possible, 
however, after the birth of her child, and 
before she had fully recovered lier strength, 
ulie left, her nursing baby with relatives and 
BWrled on a journey of more than (5,000 
miles to join her husband in a village situ- 
ated north of tho Arctic tJirclo and near the 
Asiatic polo of cold. She had not Uio 
jieeossary means to make such a journey by 
rail, steamer and post, as Lieutenant 
ycheulzo made it iu ISS5-80, aud was ihero- 
loro forced to ask [Xjrmission of the 
iliiiister of tho luteriur to travel 
Willi a party of exiles. As far as the city of 
Toin.sli: in Western Hiboria, both political 
niul I'linimon criminal exiles are IrausiKirled 
in convict trains or barges. Lieyond that 
IKiiut llie common criminals walk, and tho 
jKililicals are carried in telegas, at the rate 
(if alxiiit si.vty miles a week, stopping in an 
clape every third day for rest. At this rate 
of l)i-ogresH llrs. HaiUiu would liavi: reaelied 
licr luediuiid's place of exile only after six- 
teen lunui lis of inco.s.saut liarilship, (iriva- 
liun ami suiTc!ring. lJut she did in it reach it. 
For many weeks her titipo, courage ;ind lovo 
suslainod her, and enabled lier to endure 
without complaint the jolting, the sulTooat- 
ing dust, the scorching heat, and the cold 
autumnal rains on tlio road, and the bad 
foo<l, tlie plauk slei'))uig-benelies, tho ver- 
laln, and tlie peslilcnlial air of tho otapes; 
butiiuman eiulurauce has its limiia. Tiireo 
or four months of this unrelieved misery, 
with constant anxiety about lier husband 
and for the babe that, for her husband's 
Hiiko, sho )iad abauUuiied in Russia, broke 
dowu her health and her spirit.

(Munigo seemed to revive. Hor husband, 
slie thought, was only a few hiindred miles 
away, and iu a few inoro weeks she would 
be ui l:i:i arms.

that 111 order to reach his place ol banish- 
ment that year she would have in travel 
many weeks alone on dug or r>;iiiiieer 
sledges ill terrible cold, through the airiie 
solit.udes of Norlheaslern Asia. Tlie sud- 

,dcii shock of tliis discovery was aliiiosl im- 
mediately fatal. .Siie beciiiie violently in- 
sane and died iiiauiio a few inonllis later in 
the Irkutsk prison hospital, without ever 
liecung again the lui.Mbaurt fur whoso sake 
she had endured such meutal aud physical 
agonies. 

Crazy for W'oiiion's Hlioo*. 

An old man named John Kaufman, who 
died in iiraitil, Ind., tho other day, had a 
most peculiar monomania. His desire to 
steal women's shoes was uncontrollable, 
though ho was never accused of stealing 
any laing else.

One of tba Moat Ii«Juiious lulluuucoK ui 

"I can bear the heat very well," said a 
student forced to spend a summer in the 
city, "but I can not cndui-e tho noise." 
Possibly ho did not stop to consider that, iu 
making such a declaration, ho placed him- 
self in illustrious company. Thomas Cur- 
ly lo "could not abide" a noise, especially 
that of tho morning oroWing of cocks. 
■Wnllonstoln, accustomed ns he was to tho 
din of battle, nod an unconquerable droud 
of tho barking of dogs, and oven the clatter 
of the largo' spurs fashionable in his day. 
In ordeir to ensoro quiet, he engaged twelve 
patrols to mako' regular oircidts about his 
house night and day. 

Neither Julius Ctesar nor the philosopher, 
Kant, could tolerate the crowing of poor 
cbantioloer, .who, indeed, seems to hnvo 
very few I'lrleiids among the studious and 
Bonsitive. . ' 

Schopenhauer exceeds almost aU lov- 
ers of <iuiet in vtho, extravagance' of Ida' 
denunbiatlbn of nbisa.

Exikuiments made upon animals show 
that when tiioy have boon subjected, for a 
number of hours, to tho vibration of a 
tuning-fork, thoir nerve centers, became 
irritated, as certainly as muscular llljors 
would bo affected by an add or on elcotric 
shock.

Heavily 
hiileu carts are not admitted to certlun 
streets of lici iiii, and in otbors thoy aro biilj 
allowed to pass on condition that tho horses 
walk. The slivet-cars 'of Munich liavo no 
bells, and those of us who livo in places 
whore these bells are not used on Sunday 
can testify to the relief atieiidant oo the 
consequent "peaccaud (itiiel." 

The anioimt of the matter seems to be 
that the cil.\- dweller iiuist re^'urd noise as 
one uf the necessary evil.s of his (Miidition— 
ono to bo borne pliiloso|iUiciilly, nud riMiiiir- 
ing a largo slock of grace and iialieiire. 
Happy, indeed, are they who, through llie 
long, hot nionllis, are only disturbed in their 
morning slumbers by tho song of tho birds, 
or the crowing of cocks.

A New Avenue of Eiuployuiont Opened to 
tho Woiikor .Sex. 

Tho avenues of employment for women 
are coustantly inoroasing. Already she 
has proved herself a good clerk, a good 
book-koepor and a good type-writer, 
and tho latest is a female collector. .Vl 
least a dozen houses iu Kansas City are 
employing women in this capacity, and 
their number seoms to bo constaiilly iii- 
creasing.
